The “witch hunts" 
z ve started all over the country; in 
rie last six weeks, gay and lesbian 
elecgy in all sections of the U.S. 
are being driven out and openly expel- 
led from the United Methodist Church. 

The Affirmation network is picking 
up this information from many sources; 
these are not vague charges. Right 
now here are a few of the distrubing 
and shocking events we have personal 
contact about: 

i. 4 Lesbian specifically was asked 
to leave the pulpit in Washington 
state. 

ii. A Gay man was told the week of 
February 23rd he could no longer 
serve as pastor in the UMC fron 
another denomination because he 
was gay -- Wisconsin. 

III. Seminary student - East Ohio - 
subjected to intense questioning 
because he is openly gay; case 
pending. 

IV. Gay minister faces questioning by 
Bishop(female)and Cabinet because 
of “pro-gay” sermons --Wisconsin. 

V. Lesbian minister removed from pul- 
pit -- Western Pennsylvania. 

“Many people were fearful that the 
resurgence of new right politics and 
the election of an extremely conserva- 
tive government would be a signal to 
various segments of the country that 
denying human/civil/God-given rights 
for certain groups [i.e. Lesbians, 
Gays, Blacks, poor people, women, 
etc.] was not only acceptable but 
encouraged.

Moral Majority Plaws 
Aut: Gay Crusade 


SAN FRANCISCO [AP ]---Calling San 
Francisco the “Sodom and Gomorrah" 
of the nation, a coalition of fund- 
amentalist groups says it will spend 
$3 million on a media campaign 
attacking homosexuals. 

The coalition said it would buy 
advertisements to try to build 
community feelings against homosex-— 
uals and persaude gays to give up 
their lifestyle. Homosexuals are 
estimated to make up 15 per cent of 
the city's population of 675,000. 

“I agree with capital punishment, 
and I believe homosexuality is one of 
those that could be coupled with 
murder and othec sins,” said Dean 
Wycoff, a spokesman for the Santa 
Clara Moral Majority, a group invol- 
ved in the campaign. The Rev. Rich- 
ard Zone, whose In God We Trust, 
Inc. group is spearheading the can- 
paign, said some $3 million will be 
spent, beginning with a mail and 
media blitz. 

The Rev. Charles McIllhenny of San 
Francisco's First Orthodox Presbyter- 
ian Church joined Wycoff in denouncing 


homosexuality, saying that, “accordine
